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Ax acquaintance with the hiſtory of our own 
country being allowed of the utmoſt importance— 
in order to underſtand it more clearly we ſhall juſt 


prefix a ſhort ſketch of its conſtitution, 


Tus excellence of our government has, amidſt a 
variety of foreign diſturbances and domeſtic feuds, 
raiſed this country to the pinnacle of glory; and 
formed a ſtate that is equally the envy and admiratio 
of ſurrounding nations. 
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Tur three great forms of government are the mo: 
narchical, which veſts the ſole power in the ſove- 
jeign ; the ariſtocratical, which confers it on the no- 
bility ; and the demacratical, which gives it to the 
people. Although each of thete poſſeſs perfections 
peculiar to itſelf, vet they are all liable to material 
inconveniences. It has, therefore, been a confeſſed 
axiom with politicians, that a government formed of 
the whole, and digeſted with wiſdom, would make the 
moſt perſect conftication that human nature could 


deſire. 


Tur welfare of the pcople being the final end of all 
good government, it 1s no wonder that benevolent le- 
gillators ſhould exert their faculties to compdle a fyl- 
tem of laws that might prove the greateſt bleſſ- 
ing to their fellow creatures. Thus has ariſen the 
various ſyſtems of ſtate which have done greater cre- 
dit to the heart than to the head of their authors, 
Conſtitutions have been formed which were too pure 

for 
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for the government of human nature : but, if there be 
a ſyſtem that deſerved adoption, it is the conſtitu» 
tion of England. It was formed equally to controul 
the prejudices as well as the vices inherent to man- 
kind. The authors ſuppoſing that the people, lords, 
and ſovereign, were equally hable to error, have 
wiſely given a power to check and correct each others 
actions whengver they ſhould deviate from the principles 
that tend to promote national welfare. It is by this pros 
perty that the abuſes in other governments are reme- 
died. The arbitrary power of the French, the inſo- 
lent pride of the nobility, and the licentiouſneſs of the 
people, are reſtrained by our conſtitution. 


Tur three grand principles of our government are 
veſting a power in the repreſentation choſen by the 
people to propoſe laws for the benefit of the commu- 
nity. Theſe are debated with freedom, and determined 
by a majority of opinions, which arc aſcertained by 
the votes given on cach queſtion,

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As the repreſentatives of the people are liable to 
feel a ſeparate intcreſt from the upper houſe, the 
houſe of lords are vetted with a power to judge of 
the propriety and expediency of every bill paſſed in 


the commons 


Bur as meaſures might be propoſed by the com- 
mons and adopted hy the lords which increaſe their 
power beyond the limits preſcribed by the conſtitution, 
or might affect materially the intereſts of the people 
in general 


Tur king has the power to rejeft what he thinks 
might tend to injure his ſubjects, or infringe on his 
prerogative. Although he has the power of executing 
the law, he cannot make one, But as ſudden emer- 
gencies might require the diſpatch of fleets and armies 
before his parliament could have time to debate on the 
propricty, he can diſpoſe of both according to the 
emergencles of the ſtate, However, to prevent the 

army 
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army or navy from being extended in ſuch a manner 
as might threaten the liberties of the people, their 


ſubſiſtence depends entirely upon the grants of the 
commons. 


Tusk are the leading traits of our government, 
which ſeem to have been formed partly from the laws 
of Romans and Saxons. The hiſtory of its eſtabliſm- 
ment we ſhall not particularly here anticipate—having 
traced 1ts progreſs in the enſuing pages. By this it 
will be found that the firſt commencement of Ex- 
GLISH LIBERTY Was when the lords were priviledged 
by Heway I. The ſenie they then obtained of their 
power and conſequence was always preſerved, even 
amidſt the oppreſſions of ſubſequent reigns, until they 
finally acquired their macna cuanta from king 
Joun, n RunxEMEDE.

Under the ROMANS. 


Wurd Joris C.rsar landed on thif iſland, 
he found it ſo divided into petty kingdoms, that he 
was oppoſed by ro lefs than four kings in Kent, Al- 
though their territories were very limited, yet they 
had ſovereign authority in their reſpective dominions, 
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But when attacked, they united their forces under the 
conduct of Cass IBELEZNE, a War: like prince of the 
Trinobantes. This general uſurped the dominion of 
his brother Lun, whom he murdered, The domain 
was ſituated on the North fide of the Thames, oppo- 
fite to Kent and Surry. The Britains immediately 
reſented this outrageous fratricide, which cauſed con- 
tinual wars againſt him. Css having effected his 
landing, the Trinobantes ſolicited his protection 
and aſſiſtance againſt the uſurger, obliged him 
to pay tribute, and recognize Axproctus the 


right heir, who was then in exile, as his ſucceſſor, 


Cxsar, being obliged to leave Britain, Axpro- 
etus accompanicd him to Rome and was {lain at Phar- 
ſala. But Tuxouaxstes, his brother, and next 
him, ſucceeded to the throne of the Trinobantes on 
the death of CAssIBEILTNE. 


Tur 
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Tux Bxrzrtairns being freed from foreign inva- 
ſions, their kings reigned in a dire line without in- 
turruption until they were reduced to ſubmit to the 
government of Roman lieutenants, by the Emperor 
Cravoivs, A. D. 46. Under this ſtate Britain re- 
mained during the period of 400 years. Four years 
after the commencement of this ſubjection, London 
was made a Roman colony. | 


Hzx x we think it indiſpenſibly neceſſary to obſerve 
the ſtate and progreſs of religion in thoſe diſtant ages. 
From the earlieſt times, they were pagan idolaters. 
The Druids were their prieſts, prophets, judges, and 
arbiters. About A. D. 178, St. Paul is ſuppoſed to 
have propagated chriſlianity in this iſland, and Lu- 
civs, king of Surry and Suſſex, was made the firſt 
chriſtian king in Britain. This happened 133 years 
before the converſion of CoxsrAN HE. Chriſtianity 
continued to flouriſh in peace to the church and hap- 
pineſs to its votaries, until the reign of DiocLzsian, 

when 
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when his perſecutions to this religion extended to 
Britain, where St. Al Ax, of Verulam, ſuffered 
I martyrdom among many other profeſſors. This pe- 
| [ riod was fo ſanguinary that it formed a chronological 


Tra, which was called the ara of DiociESLMIEi; . If

Tus Romans being obliged to recal their legions to 
defend therlelves againſt the Goths and other 
northern invaders, the Pitts and Scots were imme- 
diately encournged to commit intoads on the deſence- 
leſs Britons. Applyiag in vain to Rome for aſſiſta 
ance, they obtained from the emperor Hoxoxivus 4 
diſcharge ſrom their allegiance, and thus ended the 
government of the Romans in this country, which 
had been fſubie to their power, as we before ſtated, 
400 years. This happened A. D. 410:

VoxrickRx invited the Saxons, under the pre- 
tence of guarding the kingdom againit the inroads of 
the Scots and Pitts, to ſtrengthen his uſurpation of the 
kingdom of the Danmonii, (Devonſhire and Cornwall) 
which was the right of Ausxostus. Hexcrsr and 
Hor sa, two Saxon generals, immediately landed in the 
iſle of Thanet in Kent, A. D. 450. VorxT:1czax grant» 
ed them this country as their ſettlement. Being ſoon 
reinforced by great numbers of their barbarous country- 
men, they became {o powerful as to be induced to 
gratify their houndleſs ambition by diſpoſſeſſing Vox- 
T1GERN Of that kingdom into which he had invited 
them as auxiliari:s to protect; for this purpole, they 
ſecretly made @ ce with the Scots and Pitts, and 

continued 
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continued to harraſs the country with fire and ſword 
until chey had finally ſubdued it to their power. The 
Britons in this Rate of national diſtreſs and impotence, 
ſought ſhelter in the mountains of Wales. In theſe 
conteſts RO ARIS ET FoR1s, the Britons made very 
vigorous efforts to recover their liberty and property. 
AmBrosIvs, on the death of Vox rrieERN and his ſon 
Voxriux, becoming poſſeſſed of his kingdom, col- 
lected a body of forces, with which he defeated the 
perfidious and ambitious Saxons in ſeveral engage- 
ments, until he was at laſt ſlain fighting for his 
crown and liberties of his ſubjects. So much had 
the Saxons ſuffered in theſe different conflicts, that 
they would have been defeated of their aim, had not 
Mob xxo uſurped the throne of AzTuvs, his uncle, 
and thus divided the ſtrength and connection of the 
Britons, who thea became an eaſy although not an 
inglorious prey to theſe invaders,

Tas Britons having been converted in the apoſto- 
lic age, the true church was preſerved by them in 
Wales, from whence were ſent ſeven biſhops to con- 
fer with AvsT1x at one time. 


Tax Scots had received their faith ſo early as to 
have their brſhop, PaLtLtavivs, long before Avstiy 
was born. 


Tur PiAs were partly converted by Coruunanuy 
from Ireland about go years before the arrival of Aus- 
TIN. NI IA, a britiſh biſhop completed their con-

Tavs, in the courſe of 5 years, the greateſt part 
of the idolatrous Saxons, who were the moſt bar- 
barous perſecutors of the church, embraced chriſli- 
anity. Such was the zeal and aſſiduity of the paſtors, 
and the prevailing power of tenets ſo calculated to hu- 
manize the moſt ſavage people, that like an irreſiſtible 
torrent, the goſpel ſpread its benign influence to the 
remoteſt corners of the iſland, We may, therefore,

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juſtly acknowledge our obligations to Rome, whick 
firſt cauſed our immerging from the moſt rude and 
furious ſtate of being, to enjoy the bleſſings of civi- 
lization; and afterwards inſpiring us with the benefi- 


cient principles which chriſtianity inculcates for the 
Happineſs of human nature,

EGBERT, 


Eczxer king of the Weſt Saxons became the 
firſt monarch of England, A. D. 827, although ſeveral 
tributary kings held their titles ſome years after, 
BzrtTurice, the former uſurper of the Weſt Saxon 
throne, being jealous of his regal acquiſition conſpired 

: agi ni 
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againſt his liſe. Ent being apprized of his inten- 
tions eſcaped to Orra, king of the Mercians, and 
afterwards to the emperor Cuanremaing with whom 
he continued twelve years until Bxruzice died 
when he was honourably recalled by his loyal and 
affectionate ſubjects. The Danes landing at Char- 
mouth in Dorſetſhire, he engaged and defeated them. 
Two years after, they deſcended again on the 
iſland, when he ſo completely conquered them that 
they never more interrupted the tranquility of his 
reign, Having governed the Weſt Saxons twenty 
ſeven years and the Engliſh ten, he died and was 
buried at Wincheſter, A. D. 838. 


His character was warlike, enterprizing, and patri- 
otic. His manly virtues and his conqueſts over the 
Britons in Cornwall, one of the provinces of Wales, 
and the Danes, conſiderably endeared him to his ſub- 
jets whom he had reſcued from the oppreſſions of 
their petty kings, by uniting in his own perſon the 
| Whole of the Saxon Heptarchy. 

ETHELWULE. 
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«THELWULY. 


Eruerwors the eldeſt fon of Ecxxar was 
crowned A. D. 836. He had no ſooner come to the 
throne, than the Dancs made two ſucceſſive deſcents 
on the iſland. He encountered and defeated them 
but not until they had taken and plundered London. 
In gratitude to providence for this ſucceſs he went to 
Rome and raiſed a tax, called Peter pence, on his ſub. 
jects. In the mean time, ſome of his diſaffected nobles 
concerted an unnatural conſpiracy, which was to place 
his ſon, Ex uZIBAI D, on his throne, But the king 
timely returning rendered their preſent ſcheme abor- 
tive, by reſigning to him a great part of his kingdom, 
and leaving him, ſoon after, the reſt when he died, 
A. D. 857, in the nineteenth year of his reign. He 
was burried at Steyning in Suſſex.

Eruzlworr was courageous and religious. But 
in his piety, he ſeems to have forgotten the welfare of 
his ſubjects. otherwiſe he would never have levied a 
tax fo odiouſly oppreſſive as the Peter- pence was 
thought and found by the people in general; for no- 
thing can be more diſplcaſing to a country than for its 
inhabitants to pay taxes to any other power than their 


own ſovereigns. 


E THE LIAL D. 


Ernezatp ſucceeded his father ExrEUWU Tr. 
When he came to the throne, he began to behave as 
inhumanly to his people as he had before unnaturally 
oppoſed his father. Nothing particular occurred in 
his ſhort reign except a general diſcontent of all his 
ſubjects to his government: but while they were think- 

ing

ing on the means to relieve themſelves from bis op- 
preſſions, death came to their aid and, by entombing 
the tyrant, reſtored them to their wonted happineſs. 
Having reigned two years and a half, he died A. D. 
860, and was burried firſt at Sherborne in Dorſetſhire, 
from whence his remains were afterwards removed ts 
Saliſbury. 


EruELBALD ſcarcely poſſeſſed a virtue to counter- 
ba!lance his enormous vices. Unnatural to his affec. 
tionate father and ungratefully cruel to thoſe ſubjedts 
who had endeavoured to raiſe him, prematurely, to the 
throne, he died the ſcorn and contempt of his whole 
kingdom, | 


ZTHELBERT, 


KTHELBERT, 


Emtiaert ſucceeded his brother Eruz1na1iD. 
The year after he was crowned, the Danes landed, un- 
expeQtedly, at Southampton, and made the country a 
ſcene of devaſtation from thence to Wincheſter which 
they ſurprized, pillaged, and burnt. They were, 
however, repulſed by Eruzizzzr's forces with great 
loſs. In the next year, they landed in the iſle of 
Thanet, which Ern ZLI BERT preſerved from their ra- 
vages by giving them a ſum of money. Being thus 
encouraged in their ſyſtem of plunder, they landed, 
the year following, a ſecond time in this ifland which 
they quitted without doing any damage. on receiving 
from Eruziszar another ſum of money. But not con- 
tent with laying the country under theſe repeated con- 
tributions, they laid waſte the whole county of Kent. 

After 
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After ſix years reign, Exriz1izz ur died, A. D. 866, 
and was buried at Sherborne, 


Tus character of this king was amiable and would 
have been more glorious and proſperous had he not ſo 
imprudently encouraged the incurſions of the Danes 
by paying them the ſums of money he did to prevent 
their depredations. Such ſyſlematic robbers, he ſhould 
have repulſed with his ſword and not bribed wid his 
purſc.

His reign was one continued {cone of war. He fought 
nine pitched battles in one year with the Danes who 
were defcatcd in molt of them, In the y car 870, four-

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years after his being crowned, St. Epuuxp, king of 
the caſt Angles, was murdered by theſe northern rava- 
gers: the place of this regal ſaint's burial has been 
ſince called, St. Edmund's bury, ErnzIZERT, fight- 
ing bravely againſt the Danes in 872, at Baſing, was 
mortally wounded in the ſixth year of his reign, He 
was burried at Winborne in Dorſetſhire. 


Eruzlx xD was, by his valour, the moſt formidable 
enemy the Danes had to encounter in their frequent 
deſcents on this iſland—except his glorious ſucceſſor, 
Arrazp. But, however, ſuch were the devaſtations 
theſe invaders made all over the country, that nothing 
but uncultured lands, burnt churches, and monaſteries, 
pillaged manſions, and univerſal diſmay preſented 
themſelves. Hope was overwhelmed with deſpair, and 
every poſſeſſion was the continued prey of plunderers.

In 876, 
Arras fought ſeven battles with theſe ravagers, 
which reduced his men and finances to ſo low an ebb 
that he retired from his government to a ſtation of 
privacy in the iſland of Alderſey in the county ot 
Somerſet. In this obſcure ſtate, he went into the

Daniſh camp in the diſguiſe of a harper. Having thus 
obſerved the parts where their defence was the weakeſt, 
he collected his ſcattered friends and forces with which 
he attacked and defeated the Danes ſo effeAtually that 
they were never able to land in ſo formidable a manner 
during his reign afterwards. He built Shaftſbury, 
equipped a powerful fleet, rebuilt the city of London, 
endowed the univerſity of Oxford, formed a code of 
laws, ſurveyed all England, and is ſaid, to have fought 
by ſea and land fifty- ſix battles with the Danes. He 
reigned twenty- eight years and died A. D. goo. He 
was buricd at Wincheſter, 


Tu character of ALTA Eb is ſo excellently depicted 
by his public als that it requires no further illuſtration 
than merely to mention them, which are ſuſlicient to 
evince the propriety of his being called ALrR R 
Tut GREAT, and to prove that he had ſcarcely ever 
his equal for courage, learning, abilitics, and a patriotic 
attachmept to the glory and proſperity of his ſubjects. 
EDWARD 
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EDWARD ru Eros. 


EDwWARD the elder, Ar rRED's eldeſt ſon, was 
crowned A. D. goo, at Kingſton upon Thames. He 
confirmed and encreaſed the priviliges of Cambridge 
univerſity, The Iriſh raiſed an army againſt him, 
with which they landed in Wales—but, advancing as 
far as Cheſter, they were ſo completely repulſed that 
they retired again to their own country. The Danes, 
Scots, and Welch were continually making incurſions 
—but Eowaro was ſo ſucceſsful that he always de- 
feated them. After a reign of twenty-four years, he 
died at Farringdon in Berkſhire, A. D. 925. 


Evwaro poſſeſſed all the qualities of his father—ex- 
cept his learning. To compenſate, however, this de- 
ſiciency, he was more ſucceſsful in his battles which 
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he fought, without loſs with the Danes, Scots, 
and Welch. From his being crowned at King- 
ſton upon Thames, this town is ſuppoſed to have de- 
rived its preſent name which means, according to the 
Saxon tongue, the Town or Tux KING. What diſ- 
tinguiſhed chiefly his reign was the recovery of the 
kingdom of the Eaſt Angles which the Danes uſurped 
from the murder of Epmux»d and his having driven 
theſe deſpoilers from every part of England—except 
Northumberland, 


ALTHESTON. 


Aurazsrown ſucceeded his father EDWAR D, 
A. D. 925. He marched into Wales and defeated 
Hon L, king of that country. The Britons of Cumber- 
land and Cornwall, rifing againſt him, he vanquiſhed 
them, and in 933, defeated the united forces of the 


Danes and Scots, In his time, lived the famous Guy, earl 
| of 
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of Warwick, who immortalized himſelf by conquering 
and ſlaying in ſingle combat the celebrated Daniſh 
giant and champion, Corr RAU, near the walls of 
Wincheſter. He compelled the Danes to ſubmit to 
the Engliſh government. He dicd at Gloceſter in the 
ſixteenth year of his reign, and was buried at Malmſ- 
bury in Wiltſhire, A. D. 940. 


Hx was falſely reported to have been illegitimate, 
But theſe hiſtorical ſlanderers confeſs that he accept- 
ed the crown, only upon condition that, after his 
deceaſe, it ſhould revert to the legitimate children of 
his father: theſe were then minors. The different 
victories he gained over the Scots, Danes, Welch, 
and Britons, eſtabliſhed his character as a warlike 
prince, who was admirably adapted. by the bravery of 
his diſpoſition, to preſerve a kingdom from falling 
the prey of rapine, perfidy, rebellion, and ambition. 
He cauſed the bible to be tranſlated into the Saxon 
language, 
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EDM UND. 


Epzuxp ſucceeded his brother Al rurxs rox, 
A. D. 941. He recovered Northumberland from the 
Danes, and afterwards, ſubverted the kingdom of the 
Britons in Cumberland and Weſtmoreland which he 
gave to the king of Scotland on condition of homage 
and aſſiflance, One thouſand five hundred houſes 
were blown down in London by a great ſtorm A. D. 
944, He cauſed Croyland abbey in Lincolnſhire to be 
rebuilt in which was the firſt peal of bells ever rung in 
England. He was the firſt who cauſed robbing and 
ſealing to be puniſhed with death. Being at a feaſt, 
he was aſſaſſinated by one Lz oe, a daring robber, whom 
he had previouſly baniſhed, A. D. 948. He reigned 
ſeven years and was buried at Glaſtonbury. He left 
two infant ſons, Eowy and EnGar, who came after. 
wards to tke tkrone—hut not immediately. |

; 
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Zouunp was brave—but rather vindiftive and paſ- 
ſiomte. His ideas of juſtice were leſs polite than ſan- 
guinary ; for to this diſpoſition we owe thoſe laws 
which puniſh with death offences that bear no propor- 
tion to the extent of the penalty of forfeiting exiſtence, 
And to this unwiſe, unjuſt, and cruel flatute we may 
aſcribe the many murders which thieves have ſince 
committed to prevent their being taken or diſcovered, 


E DRE D. 


Evztp ſucceeded his brother Ep, A. D. 
948. Such were his frequent ſuccelſes againſt the 
Da es that he obliged them, at laſt, to ſue for mercy, 
and to ſubmit to be chriſtened. To endear himſelf to 
the monks in favour of his ufurpation, he rebuilt, at 
a conſiderable expence, Glaſtonbury, Abbey, and ſub- 

mitted 
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mitted to the holy chaſtiſement of Dunſtar, the Abbot. 
Thus were his exploits againſt the Danes and Scots 
emblazoned in the monkiſh legends. Being elated 
with the praiſes of theſe clergy, he was the firſt who 
aſſumed to himſelf the title of King of Great Britain. 


He reigned ſeven years and died A. D. 955. He was 
buried at Wincheſter. 


Evpxx»'s character is chiefly diflinguiſhed for his 
ſucceſsful wars againſt his northern enemies, his bene- 
volence to the monks, his attachment to the chriſtian 
religion, and his enthuſiaſtic piety. But although he 
was artful, he has ſhewn no evidence of peculiar abili- 
ties. On the contrary, he appears to have had rather 
a weak intellect—otherwiſe he could never have been 
ſo addicted to ſuperſtition as to have become the dupe 
of ſo ſandti fied an impoſter as DunsTAR. 


EDWY. 
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Emwy ſucceeded his uſurping uncle, Evxep. 
A. D. 955. His ſubjects of Mercia and Northumber- 
land revolting from him, ſeized his dominions, north 
of the Thames and transfered them to his younger 
brother, Epo AR, who rebelled againſt him at the in- 
ſtigation of the Monks whom he had diſguſted by the 
bamihment of Duxsran, abbot of Glaſtonbury. 
Evwy was excommunicated by archbiſhop Opo ; his 
queen was, likewiſe, barbarouſly treated by the reſt of 
the clergy. The country was deſolated by civil war, 
until Eow y died in the fourth year of his reign, the 
eighieenth of his age, A. D. 939. He was buried at 
Wincheſter. | 
Evwy not being ſuch a friend as his predeceſſor, to 
the ſecular clergy, had his memory loaded with infa- 
my. 
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my. They falſcly imputed to his mal-adminiſtration 
the cauſe of his being deſpoiled of ſo great a portion of 
his regal poſſeſſions. But the real truth appears to be, 
that his mind, being too liberal and penetrating to wear 
the ſhackles of the clergy, he had not ſufficient policy 
to ſecure himſelf from their conſequent ſentiments, 


. 


Epox, ſurnamed the Peaceable, obliged his 
brother to reſign the crown to him, A. D. 959, He 
increaſed the navy to 360 ſhips. Eight princes rowed 
his barge acroſs the river Dee in token of their ſubjec- 
tion. He built Ramſey abbey and 47 other monaſteries. 
His fleets protected the fiſhery and commerce of the 
kingdom againſt every other naval power by which he 
obtained the dominion of the norman ſeas, So much 


S 
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was he addicted to illicit pleaſures that he killed 
ArutLword for the ſake of his wife, whom he 
afterwards married. The tribute of money impoſed 
by Arnrisrax on the Welch, he changed to a 
tibute of a certain number of wolves, which, du- 
ring hee years amounted to 900: this rapacious crea» 
ture being, thus, exterminated, the tribute ceaſed en- 
rely. He died in the ſeventeenth year of his reign, 
the thirty-ſecond of his age, and was buried at Glaſton- 


hury, A. D. 975. 


Alrnoven be was greatly addicted to eſſeminate 
pleaſures, he was careful to have his laws duly exccut_ 
ed and to cauſe his fubjects to enjoy the fruits of a long 
and happy peace. And had he not acquired his king- 
dom by an unnatnral rebellion againſt his elder brothes, 
luis memory would have been more glorious. He was 
the moſt abſolute monarch who had reigned fince the 
Saxons poſſeſſed the kingdom. 


EDWARD 
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EDWARD Tue MARTYR, 


Evwary, ſurnamed the Martyr, ſucceeded his 
father, Evcar, A. D. 975. He was only twelve 
years old when he came to the crown. His coronation 
was performed by St. DuxsTar, at Kingſton upon 
Thames. Before he obtained his kingdom there was 
a great contention for the throne between his ad- 
herents and thoſe of a brother whom Epc a had by 
another woman. The partizans of the younger pre- 
tended Eoward was illegitimate. But this being 
only a ſcandal, the loyaliſts eſpouſed the cauſe ſo effec. 
avely of Ep w ARD the right heir as to cauſe him to be 
crowned. He had only enjoyed his kingdom four 
years when he was treacherouſly murdered by a domeſ- 
tic of his mother-in-law, Errziva, as he was taking 
ſome refreſhments while he ſat on horſeback at Corfe 
caſtle 
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caſtle, where he had called on a viſit to this baſe wo- 

man who had cauſed him to be aſſaſſinated, that her 

ſon might come to the throne. His death happen- 

| ed in the ſixteenth year of his age, A. D. 979, He 
was firſt buried at Wareham in Dorſetſhire, and 
afterwards removed to Shaftſbury. 


Hz was a prince of great proweſs and poſſeſſed an 
admirable diſpoſition. But, however, like beautiful 
bloſſoms, he fell before the fruit of his amiable actions 
could be enjoyed by his ſubjeQts. 


ETHELRED II. 


Ernz1aeo, ſurnamed the Unready, fon to Ex- 
| *zx1D4a, by Epe Ax, was crowned at Kingſton upon 
q Thames, by DunsTan, A. D. 979. He took the 

&rſt coronation oath in England, and firſt inſtituted 

Iuries. 
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Juries. The Danes invading the kingdom, he paid 
them ten thouſand pounds for their peaceable departure. 
At laſt theſe depredators became ſo cxhorbitant that 
forty-eight thouſand pounds were paid them under the 
title of DAN RTT, which was raiſ2d upon the ſub- 
jet, Weary of theſe exattions, he conſpired with 
the Engliſh to Kill all the Danes who were ſlaugh- 
tered on St. Baice's night, A. D 1012. In the 
"ravages of the Danes Oxford was deſtroyed and al! 
tudics ceaſed there for above one hundred years. 
Swain, King of Denmark, landed on the coaſt of 
Devon to revenge the ſlaughter of his countrymen. 
EruELAEO to avoid his vengeance fled to his brother- 
in-law, the Duke of Normandy, and left his ſubjetts 
a defenceleſs prey to the mercy of the Daniſh Tyra, 
SwAIN was, however, killed at Thetford. His fon 
Carurz, was proclaimcd king; but, ia conſequence 
of Erizi reds return he left England. Caxurte ic- 
turacuand this puſillanimous king declined to fight him. 
After an unquict aud inglorious reign of thirt j-fve 
years, he died and was buried at St. Pauls, A. D. 1010. 


ETuELt £9 
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ETuz1xzD having more conſpicuous views than 
preſumed virtues, we think it unneceſſary to emblazon 
a character which can derive no advantage from its 
publicity.

EDMUND IRON SIDE. 


Eouon D II. ſurnamed Ironſide, ſucceeded 
his father Etus1.zeD, A. D. 1016. He gained 
two complete vidories over CanuTtz and forced him 
to raiſe the fiege of London. But afterwards being 
betrayed by Epe, his affairs became more adverſe, 
He, however, headed a conſiderable army in Gloceſ- 
terſhire, where Ca N ur and him agreed to decide the 
con'eſt by ſingle combat : each chief being charmed 
with the others valour, they dropt their ſwords and 


divided between them a kingdom which neither, from 
tE hie 
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his prowels, deſerved to loſe. Notwithſtanding this 
partition of domain, Epmu xn was baſely aſſaſſinated 


by the contrivance of Eoxic in the year 1017, and 
the firſt of his reign, He was buried at Glaſtonbury. 


Eomund II. was a patriotic king, an intrepid war- 
rior, and a generous enemy: the manner in which he 
reſigned a part of his kingdom, rather than ſubje& his 
country to a continuance of war, endeared him as much 
to his people as it has rendered him the admiration of 
poſterity : for having ſhewn that this conduct did 
not ariſe from perſonal fear, it was received as a Itberal 
facrifice to public welfare.

CANUTE th CREA TI. 


Canvure was crowned in London, A. D. 101). 
His firſt regal act was exemplary for its juſtice, having 
cauſed the aſſaſſins of Eomunyd, his predeceſſor, 
to be publicly executed. Evric, the traytor, whe 
had by his plot of regicide, advanced him to the throne, 

E 4 he 
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he advanced to the gallows, which he fo juſtly de ſerv- 
ed. The number of Daniſh troops whom he kept, coſt 
the nation in one year, near one hundred thouſand 
pounds. Having ſubdued Norway and Sweden, he 
took the title of King of England, Denmark, Norway, 
and Sweden. To endear himſelf to the Engliſh he 
divided all offices of truſt, honour, and emolument 
equally with his countrymen, and married Emma, the 
widow of EruZLIRED. He died at Shaftſbury in the 
nineteenth year of his reign, A. D. 1036, and was bu- 
ned at Wincheſter. 


Caxurz was a great warrior and a wiſe monarch. 
But what gained him chiefly the love and praiſe of his 
people, was his love of juſtice and friendihip to the 
church, which he conſiderably benefited by repairing 
former damages, exciting new foundations, and giving 
his temporal ſanttion to ſeveral excellent ecclefiaſtical 
inſtitutions, 


HAROLD 
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H AR O L D. 


Hazory, ſurnamed Hare foot, ſucceeded his fa» 
ther Canutz, A. D. 1036. He was not crowned 
without great oppoſition, The Engliſh were more in- 
clined to the children of their own king, Ernzrzzy 
while the Daniſh ſubjects naturally adhered to Han- 
DiCANUTE, the ſon of Ca NE by ENA. But while 
theſe two parties were diſputing, the party of Haxors 
prevailed in his favour. | His coronation was immedi- 
ately celebrated at Oxford. Arb, a ſon of Erutt- 
a£v's, earl Goopwix cauſed to he murdered at Guil- 
ford in Surry. EpowW ARD, another ſon, had the good 
fortune to eſcape into Normandy, Queen Emma, 
being baniſhed, went and reſided at Bruges, in Flanders. 
Nothing more memorable occurred in this reign, which 
continued only three years, when HRO died at Ox- 
ford and was buried at Wincheſter, A. D. 1040. 
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Tu reign of HaxoLD was ſo ſhort, and not diſtin- 
guiſhed for any remarkable tranſations, that we have 
no opportunity of tracing either his public or private 
charafter. What has moſt particularized him was his 
uncommon {wiftneſs of foot, by which he obtained 
the ſurname of Harefoot.

HRHRARDICANUT E. 


Hazocan UTE, the lawful ſon of Canvursx, by 
Emma the widow of ErugLlxED, was crowned A. D. 
1039. He cauſed a heavy tax to be impoſed on the Eng- 
liſh to deſtroy the expences of a Daniſh fleet. Nothing 
happened to diſtinguiſh his ſhort reign more than by 
his death, theſe inſolent, barbarous, and tyrannical 
Danes were baniſhed the kingdom for ever. In me- 
mory of which happy event, the fellival of Hocx-Tivz 


Was 
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was eſtabliſhed and celebrated annually with every 
ſport, paſtime, and exerciſe that characterize the 
holidays of this country. It was called Hock-tide from 
the word meaning in the Saxon language, a time of 
ſcorning or triumphing. Such were the oppreſſions 
of this country—that each Engliſh houſe was obliged 
to ſupport one Dane in luxury and 1dlen2fs : this drone 
who lived upon the honeſt labour and juſt property of 
the natives, was called by the Engliſh, LoD DAN; 
from whence we frequently read of Lordane being uſed 
to ſignify an idle fellow. The Danes frequently kill- 
ing the Engliſh while they drank, the natives uſed to, 
pledge themſelves to guard each other while they were 
neceſſarily obliged to ſatisfy their thirſt : thus aroſe the 
cuſtom retained at preſent of pledging,

EDWARD Ttxz CONFESSOR., 


Enwaxo, from his piety, ſurnamed the Con- 
feſſor, came to the crown A. D. 1042. He ſtripped 
his mother of all her poſſeſſions and cauſed her, on 
ſuſpicion of incontinency to be tried by the IEA 
okDEAL. He baniſhed earl Goopwix and his ſons. 
He ſent his wife to the ſame nunnery in which his 
mother was confined, W 11 Lau, duke of Normandy, 
viſited England, and is ſaid to have then received a 
promiſe of the crown at his demiſe. He collected out 
of the Daniſh, Saxon, and Mercian laws, a code from 
which is ſuppoſed to have originated our common law. 
He rebuilt St. Peter's church, Weſtminſter. He cauſed 
the Saxon laws and cuſtoms to be written in Latin, and 
was the firſt who pretended to cure the king's evil by 
a touch, He died in the twenty-third year of his 
reign, and was buried at Weſtminſter, A. D. 1066. 
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Eowaxd's religious zeal was degraded by his bigot- 
try and ſuperſtition. He was, however, a wiſe and 
learned prince of which he left a monument in thoſe 
body of ſtatutes, which are called the laws of EDWAAY 
the Confeſſor.

HAROLD II. 


Hazorp II. uſurped the crown which belonged 
to Epcar ATHELING. His coronation was celebrat- 
ed at Oxford. The chief aft of his reign was the 
memorable battle of Haſlings, in which he loſt his life 
and kingdom, being pierced in the head with au 
arrow as he was moſt bravely fighting againſt the Nor- 

man invaders, under WII 11am, duke of Normandy, 
afterwards king of England, and ſurnamed the Con- 
quctor. In this battle ſeventy thouſand Engliſh are 


ſaid 
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ſaid to have fallen in conſequence of the diſmay and 
confuſion which the death of their royal leader occa- 
ſioned. HAROTD fell A. D. 1066, in the firſt year of 
his reign, He was buried at Waltham abbey, in 
Eſſex, 


HarxorDp was ambitious, courageous and enterpriſing. 
The {hort time, he governed he gave earneſt of his 
being diſpoſed to make amends to his people for the 
injuſtice he had committed againſt their lawful 
ſovereign, Eo ARK AruZLIN G. To his uſurpation 
may be attributed the government of the Romans in 
this country ; for had the right heir come to the throne, 
his title would have been tco incontellible for Wir- 
LIAM ever to have laid the leaſt claim to this Kingdom.

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WILLIAM Tux CONQUEROR, 


W nia began the reign of the Normans who 
originally came as pirates, like the Dancs, from the 
North, to infeſt with their depredations the more 
plenteous countries of the Southern parts of Europe. 
Wirrrtan invaded this country with the aſſiſtance of 
moſt of the ſurraunding ſtates, and eſpecially with 2 
onſecrated banner from the pope. Ile landed at 
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Pevenſey in Suſſex with ſixty thouſand men from « 
fleet of three hundred ſail. Having defeated HAR OLD, 
he took Down and was crowned at London, where he 
commenced a reign of partial favour to his Norman 
countrymen, and cruel diſpoſition to the Engliſh. He 
eſtabliſhed the Cox vEAKTTI RE, or Curfew Bell, 
formed the dooms-day book, altered the Saxon feudal! 
ſyſtem, and aboliſhed ordeal and eamp-fight trials. 
To indulge himſelf in the pleaſure of hunting, he de- 
populutated the greateſt part of Hampſhire. 


Ar rz a reign of twenty-one years in England and 
fifty-two in Normandy, he died at Rouen, and was bu- 
ried at Cacn, His government was cruel, venge- 
ful, rapacious, and ambitious. He is deſcribed to 
have been above eight feet high, and ſo ſtrong that 
none of his courtiers could draw his bow. Although 
he was diſguſting to many, he was formidable to all. 
He came to the throne in 1066, and died in 1087,

His 
oppreſſive conduRt enraged his barons, He lent Ro- 
BERT a mortgage on his dukedom, which was the 
cauſe of many ſucceeding wars between France and 
England, and next ſeized all the temporalities of 
Ass Hu, archbiſhop of Canterbury, He was acci- 
dentally killed by Tyzzz1 as he was hunting in New 
Foreſt, 


Tavs died Rurvs, who had ſcarcely a virtue to 
compenſate his vices. Indiſferent to approbation or 
cenſure, he extended his dominions either by con- 
queſt or purchaſe. He was a rapacious ſovereign, an 
unnatural brother, and an encroaching neighbour. 
The Tower, Weſlminſter-hall, and London-bridge be- 
ing built at his defire and expence, are the only inſtances 
of his rapaciouſly acquired treaſures not being all pro- 


digally expended. Being never married, he left no

Having quelled theſe 
inſurrections, he divided the kingdom into four parts, 
eſtabliſhed the circuits, renewed juries, and raiſed a 
well-armed militia, His troubles and unnatural ſons 
cauſed his death{by a lingering fever at the caſtle of 
Chinon, near Saumar, in the fifty-eighth year of his 
age, and the thirty-ſifth of his reign, in the year 1189. 


Hts character was valiant, patriotic, and affectionate. 
And, in his reign, laws, arts, politeneſs, and literature

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Ricnany, ſurnamed Cæur de Lion from his 
bravery, being crowned, went with P11 1e of France 
to the Cruſades. Having obtained in Paleſtine the 
moſt ſignal viftories, he prepared to return in the dif- 
guiſe of a pilgrim to his native dominions. He was 
taken priſoner by the duke of Auſtice, and ranſomed 


by his kingdom, Joun his brother, endeavoured to 
diſpoſſeſs 
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difpoſſeſs him of his crown : this treachery and baſeneſs, 
he puniſhed by confiſcating all Jon x's poſſeſſions, 


Attacking the caſtle of Chalus, he was killed in the 
year 1199. Having bequeathed his brother Joun the 
crown. 


Ricna ap had every quality to adorn the hero and 
the ſoldier—but poſſeſſed very few requiſites for the 
ſofter bleſſings of peace and refinement, He was 
candid, generous, courageous, and magnanimous. 
But in his reſentments he purſucd rather the dictates 
of cruclty than the forbearance of humanity, In his 
reign the infamous and deſperate rebel, Firz-Os- 
oN, commonly called Long-beard, raiſed an inſur- 
"etion which was ended by his being hung in chains 
with nine more of his accomplices.

This cauſed ſeveral battles 
to be ſought between the contending houſes of York and 
Lancaſter. York, by the aſſiſtance of the earl of War- 
wick, obtained a recognition of his right to the throne, 
and that he and his ſucceſſors ſhould enjoy it after the 
demiſe of Henry, or on this agreement being infring- 
ed on the part of the reigning king. Maxcarxert 
breaking this peace, cauſed Hzxxy to be depoſed by 
Evward IV. (fon of the duke of York, who was flain 
at the battle of Wakefield) being immediately pro- 
clauned king in the year 1460.

EDwarp V. ſucceeded his father at the age of 
thirteen. Although he was proclaimed with unanimous 
conſent, he was never crowned. The duke of Gloceſter 
took the young king into his power, which cauſed the 
queen-mother to fly with her next ſon (theduke of York) 
into the ſanctuary of Weſtminſter. Gloceſter, by his 


intrigues and devoted council, cauſed himſelf to be de- 
clared 
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clared protettor. He immediately committed the king 
and his brother to the tower, under the pretence of 
preparing for the coronation of young EDU WAND. 
Gloceſter having inſinuated that his brothers were il. 
legitimate, obtained the popular cry of Buckingham, 
the lord mayor, and others in favour of his aſſuming to 
himſelf the crown. Hasrincs and others eſpouſing 
the cauſe of the king, were beheaded. Ricnany with 
ſeeming reluftance, accepted the crown—and, in order 
to ſecure himſelf in its poſſoſſion, he ordered the two 
princes to be ſmothered in the tower, This happencd 
in the year 138g.

he perſuaded Ax NE, wife of prince Eowarp, whom 


he murdered, to marry him. He falſely accuſed his 
brother CLarzxce of treaſon, and perſuaded Ep- 
Warp IV, to have him drowned in a butt of Malmſey, 
Hsazy, carl of Richmond, the ſurviving heir of the 


houſe 


ST 
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houſe of Lancaſter, by marrying ELI IZz AB EIn, the 
heir of the houſe of York, fo ſtrengthened his title to 
the crown that all parties joined in his cauſe. He 
landed at Milford Haven, and foon raiſed a conſider. 
able army, with which he met Ricuany at Boſworth, 
where this uſurper was ſlain moſt bravely fighting for 
the crown he wore in the field. Thus ended the con- 
teſt between York and Lancaſter which had. ſo many 
years deluged England with blood. 


His rox ſcarcely affords a character ſo monſtrouſ- 
ly cruel, wicked, and ambitious as Ricuard III. 
Uſurpation, regicide, and other repeated murders were 
' aggravated by flandering his mother, brothers, and 
their iſſue ; projecting an inceſtuous marriage between 
himſelf and his niece ; and ſacrificing more blood and 
treaſure at home to ſupport an unjuſt title than any 
foreign war had ever been known to have coſt the 
country. 


Hz was killed in the thirty-fifth year of his age, and 
the ſecond of his reign, A. D. 1485.
